An increase of $7,727,732.50 in 
the assets of state banks during that 
‘Athird quarter of 1929 was shown in a

“In comparing the statement of 
October 4, 1929, with that of Octo- 
ber 1, 1928, it is interesting to note 
a substantial reduction in loans and 
an increase in cash reserves. At the 
same time there has been a marked 
decrease in secondary reserve and an 
increase in ‘other real estate.’ The 
net reduction in resources during the 
year is explained by the decrease in 
the number of banks. The decrease 
in undivided profits is more than off- 
set by increases in surplus and re- 
serve accounts. Time and savings de- 
posits have declined, whereas demand 
deposits and bank deposits have im-

Mr. eCraw explained that the 
Chest is conducting a school for those

In explaining the purpose of the

NEW PROMOTION LAW 
FOR AIR CORPS ASKED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—()—A 
recommendation for legislation to fa- 
cilitate promotion of army air officers 
was made today by F. Trubee Davi- 
son, assistant secretary of war, who 
said that otherwise many officers 
would resign. 

Characterizing the question as “the 
most pressing problem affecting the 
air corps,” the assistant secretary, 
who is in charge of the aeronautics 
branch of the department, said in his 
annual report that the officers are 
performing duties “out of all propor- 
tion to their rank.” 

The report said also that operations 
during the last fiscal year, ending 
June 50, had been seriously curtailed 
by lack of airplanes and poor condi-

Motor traffic to Birmingham via 
Gadsden has been obstructed by im- 
passable roads due to weather condi- 


bulletin published Wednesday by the 
Atlanta Motor Club.

[I feel sure that the 
dentists, lawyers and ministers are 
thoroughly capable of speaking for 
themselves, but it becomes my duty 
as secretary-treasurer of the Medical 


cians, 

During the year 1928 the doctors of 
Atlanta rendered free medical services 
to 84,000 residents. The value of 


these services when charged at the fee 
schedule of 1914 averaged $24 each, 
or a total of over $2,000,000. The 
figures for the first 10 months of 1929 
are well over those for 1928, 

In addition to giving free medical 
and surgical services to all charity pa- 
tients of all clinics and welfare agen- 
cles in the city the doctors of Atlanta 
serve 30 per cent of the patients in 
their private offices free of any charge. 
An additional 30 per cent barely pay 
enough to cover the actual cost of the 
services. Therefore, the doctors of 
Atlanta are forced to rely on the in- 
come derived from the remaining 40 
per cent of their private patients for a 
living. Factors such as these account 
for an average annual income for the 
doctors of Georgia from medical prac- 
tice of only $2,400! 

In fairness to the physicians of At- 
lanta we ask that you give this in- 
formation publicity.

GEORGIA RAILROAD 
PLANS TO OPERATE. 


MOTOR BUS LINE. 


The Georgia public service commis- 
sion Wednesday took under adrise- 
ment several cases dealing with train 


and motor bus operations over the 
state. 

One of the petitions was by the 
Georgia railroad asking authority to 
discontinue operation of an accommo- 
dation train now making a daily round 
trip between Augusta and Weaghing- 
ton and to substitute bus service. 

Another was by the Chamber of 
Commerce of Jeffersonville, asking the 
commission to rearrange the schedule 
of the Macon, Dublin & Savannah 
railroad on the Macon-Vidalia run. 

The Safety Transit Company, of 
Raleigh, N. C., asked authority to 
operate a trans-state line, from: the 
South Carolina to the Florida line. 
The Tennessee Coach Company peti- 
tioned the commission for authority 
to operate a motor bus line between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta. 


TAXICAB DRIVER 
MOVES TO ENJOIN 
NEW MOTOR ACT 


An injunction to prevent the Geor- 


gia public service commissiou from 
placing him under the motor carriers’ 


act is sought in a petition filed Wed- 
nesday in Fulton superior court by Ed 
Barrett, taxicab driver at Buckhead. 
Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy signed a 
temporary restraining order and set 
the case for December 7. 

Barrett contends that it would be 
impossible for him to comply with the 
act, and charges that provisions of 
the law covering taxicab drivers are 
unconstitutional because discrimina- 
tory, since they apply to taxicab driv- 
ers outside of incorporated cities but 
not within the cities. If the pro- 


visions are constitutional, he still is; 


not subject to the act because the 
creation of Greater Atlanta includes 
Buckhead, Barrett contends. The 
plaintiff is represented by Attorney 
Hyman M. Morris.

ney-General William Mitchell today 
in federal court filed two.civil ac- 
tions against the Warner Brothers 
Pictures, Inc., and the Fox Film Cor- 
poration and their subsidiaries. 

The actions seek to strip the two 
companies of recently acquired hold- 
ings through which it is alleged they 
control approximately 65 per cent of 
the nation’s motion picture industry. 

In the action against the Warner 
interests, the Stanley Company of 
America, which controls 25,041 shares 
of First National Pictures and the 
First National Pictures, Inc., also 
are named as’ defendants. 

Through its control of the Stanley 
company, and the recent purchase on 
open market of 71,893 shares of First 
National stock, the suit alleges that 
the Warner Brothers Pictures now 
dominates First National and has 
eliminated it as a competitor. 

The action asks that the courts set 
aside the purchase of the First Na- 
tional stock and order the Warner in- 
terests to relinquish. the holdings 
which set up the alleged monopoly. 
It also seeks an ‘order restraining 
Warner “Brothers from exercising 
their stock voting rights in First Na- 
tional. 

The suit against the Fox group and 
William Fox asks an order setting 
aside the recent acquisition by those 
interest of Loew's, Inc... which in 
turn, contro] Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, 
Inec., properties of both the Metro- 
Goldwyn- fayer Pictures Corporation, 
a movie producing concern, and the 
Metro -Goldwyn- Mayer Distributing 
Corporation. 

While the Fox and Loew interests

stock market ended its three-day week 
today in an extraordinarily peaceful 
manner. The volume of trading ebbed 
to the lowest level since mid-June, and 
leading shares advanced moderately 
under the stimulus of short covering. 
Total sales. were 2,402,330 shares, as 
reduced from 2,634,110 yesterday. 

Lightening of accounts in prepara- 
tion for the four-day holiday begin- 
ning tomorrow appeared to have been 
largely completed yesterday. Further 
selling appeared at the opening, but 
was quickly absorbed, and shorts hur- 
ried to cover their commitments. 

Some unsettlement was caused by a 
trickle of selling in the amusement 
stocks, inspired by the anti-trust ac- 
tion against Fox Film and Warner 
Brothers. Pennsylvania Railroad sold 
off a couple of points on the offer of 
rights to increase the outstanding com- 
mon stock by 12 1-2 per cent, but 
rallied a little in the final transac- 
tions. 

News Unfavorable. 

The day's news was in general not 
of a character to inspire operations 
for the advance. Freight car loadings, 
as reported for the week ended. No- 
vember 16, showed a sharp reduction 
from the like week of last year, but 
the figures are scarcely comparable, as 
that week this year included the 
Armistice Day holiday. The first 37 
railroads to report October net income 
showed an aggregate decline of 7.2 per 
cent from Yast year. 

The week'y steel trade reviews re- 
ported further curtailment of produc- 
tion, Iron Age pointing to the retarded 
recovery of the automobile industry, 
approaching year-end inventories, and 


the usual caution of buyers in a quiet 
market. Crude oil production for last 
week showed another increase, al- 


| though with the progress already made 


in curtailing producticn, this was ac- 

; rather nonchalantly. Several 
more extra dividends, largely by small- 
er companies, were announced. 

The money market was a little 
firmer, but call loans again renewed 
at 1-2 per cent, which rate will 
carry over until Monday, and heid 
officialiy at that figure during the 
day, while loans as ]ow as 3 1-2 per 
— were reported in the outside mar- 
et. 

The time money market remains 
dull, but quotations were a little high- 
er at 4 3-4 to 4 per cent, against 
4 1-2 to 4 8-4 yesterday. The nks- 
giving holiday currency demands are 
estimated around $75,000,000, and 
banks reported a considerable flow 
of funds to the interior. It was point- 
ed out that these funds will not re 
turn to this center until after Christ-

Gold Movement. 

A shipment of about $6,000,000 in 
gold to France was reported, and 
with the French franc above the out- 
going gold point, and several other 
currencies close to their gold points, 
there appeared little prospect of a re- 
duction in New York rediscount rate 
below 4 1-2 per cent for a time.

One onion, a half pound of butter, 
two pounds of boiled beef, two small 
cans of tomato paste, one and a half 
pounds of spaghetti, one-fourth pound 
of Barmesan cheese. Fry the onion, 
finely chopped in a fourth pound of 
butter until the onion is golden. Add 
the beef chopped in cubes. When 
fried add the tomato paste diluted 
with the same amount of water. Boil 
slowly for several hours. Drop the 
spaghetti into a vessel of salted water 
as it begins to boil. Cook ten minutes. 
Pour of water and let drain. Add a 
quarter of a pound of butter to the 
sauce, pour over the spaghetti and 
add the grated cheese. 

Chestnut Dressing. 


Three pounds of sweet potatoes, 
two pounds of chestnuts, two large 
apples, rosemary, sage, parsley, salt 
and pepper to taste. Boil and mash the 
potatoes, add the boiled chestnuts, 
the raw apples diced, rosemary, sage, 
parsley, salt and pepper to taste, Mix 
thoroughly and use as stuffing for a 
15-pound turkey.
